Hunien followed the trail directly south, whilo Priteh- 
ard, having freeh horses, pushed down the Gcmulgeo 
towmts Hopewell, and theuce by House creek to Irwins- 

~ villonrriving thera at midnight of the 9th. Jo. Davis 
ad 101 arrived, 

Fom a citizen Pritchard Jearned that bis party wero 
encanped two miles out of the town, Ho made dispo- 
‘ailioib of his men and surrounded the camp before day. 

Burden had camped at nino P.M. within two miles, 
as te-afterwards learned from Davis. The trail bettig 
too fidistinct to follow, ho pushed on at throe A. Af., and 
Rad gno but litle more than a mile when bis advance 
Was tfed upon by men of the Fourth Michigan 

A f@ht ensued, both parties oxuibiting the greatest de- 
fermitation. Fifleon minutes elapsed before he mi 
take yas discovored. 

Thefring in this skirmish was tho first warning that 
Davisroceived.

‘That Joo Davis would oventaaily be captared has beea 
for somo (ime A foregone conclusioa, in which tbe public 
havo £0 thoroughly acqulesced that the official ansogaes- 
ment that be isin the haads of Geacral J) H. Wileon 
Will be received with few demonstrations of Joy. The 
erent bas been so long anticipated that it falis as till. 
born a#.an antl-ciimax to the greater acts of tho axsassl. 
natlon, the sarreadereand tho peaca “The capturo of Jett 
Davis” Is an annouocemeat which, two yeart ago, 
Would have been considered startling Indeed, but whea 
the people saw that Lee and Johnston abd Dick Taylor 
bad een uoable to escapo tho. combinations of Geocral 
Grant, thoy folt that tbero was little fear that Davis would 
succeed. Tho combinations by which tho rebellion bas 
been destroyed cast of the Miesissipp! fod gratifying 
completeness in tbo capture of the arch-traltor bimeelf, 

Davis began bis Might from Richmond on the night of 
April 2, aud by tho morning of tho Sd had succeoded in 
dolog by rall what Leo could not with his army—in fact, 
Teach Danville and get beyond Grant's lines. He was at 
Panvific on the 6th of April, anxiously awaiting the ap- 
Pearance of Leo, and omploying bimeeir in ioditing a 
wild, wordy and Windy proclamation, in which bo vainly 
Promised what ho could nover hope to perform. He de- 
clared there was no reaton to be discouraged, and that 
he ba no jotention of abandoning the cause. Ho got 
the nows of the surrender of Lee at nine o'clock at night 
on April 8, and at daylight tho next morolng Ne left in a 
Private conveyance for Greensboro, N, 0. Beto ho ro- 
mained for eevornl daye, He was prominent, through 
his Secretary of War, Breckintidgo, in arranging tho 
terms of the ShérmaoJobnston armistice, in which 
that admirablo strategist, Sherman, failed Fo elgually 
4 0 diplomatist. He remained at or near Greensboro 
during the time that elapeed ja which the agreement of 
Sberman aod Jobnstou was submitted to the authorities 
at Wasbington, aod, as if confident tho teras would 0: 
bo accepted, be employed himself In organizing ado 
tachment of cavalry, under Genorals Wado Hampton 
and & @, Dibdrell, aso0 escort for himself, his family 
BlaiTand treasures to (be coast of Florida of the Traud- 
Miselssippl Department. On tho receipt of the Jotelli- 
gence that the administration was not to bo duped into, 
tho acceptance: of the terms of the Sherman Jobaston 
armistice, he promply decamped from Greensboro and 
continued “his Might.” 

His route from Greensboro to Irwtnayille, Georwia, Is 
pot distinctly known. On April tho 26th ho loft Char- 
Jolte, escorted by abyut threo thousand cavalry. The 
mea wore mostly Kentuckians and Texans. Davis 
made a speech ja Charlotte before leaving, tn 
which, im bis usual style, be promised to 
bovo a larger army jm tho field than ever very 
soon. Ho had with him @ train of about twen- 
ty wagonk  flis escort wero mere desperadocs and ad- 
Yeolurers, many of whom were formerly under John 
Morgan. He crossed the Savannah. river a short 
@istanco above Augusta oo May 2, sod at Powell- 
ton, Hancock county, on May 6 In tho mean- 
Mme vevgeauco, on the wings of lightning, was 
Pursuing blu. By means of the rebel. telegraph wiren 
tho President tolograpted bis proclamation, accuslug 
Davis of bélog In league with the assassins of President 
Lincoln, to Geueral Wilson at Macoo, Ga. General Wile 
on at aco scattered bandbilla describiag Davis thronah..

THE NEWS IN THE CITY. 


The capture of Jeff. Davis did not creato In this city 
that degree of excitement which such au event mist 
be expected.to occasion, — People,took the matter quite 
coolly and calmly. Nobody, In fact, seemed much aston- 
ished of oxcreised in consequence, and things went 6n 
pretly much the same as usual to all outward appear- 
gages. The causo of this lack of excitemont Is doubtless 
the declining interest in everything conocrning the re- 
dellio. The commuulty fecl that the fighting \s over 
tnd tbe Union restored, and therofore, care littlo for 
what may follow. Had the eapturo occnrrod a fow 
months, or even weeks, sooner there would have been a 
Very different condition of things to report; but oecur- 
ring at this late day, and when people daily expected 
somo such winding up of the arch-traitor's career, It 
only awakens the customary interest that any ordinary 
event Ikeht glve rise to. Itshown how very insignitl- 
cant the sebol ex-Presideat muat bave become, too, 
when people donot evea think it worth their while to 
glory over his misfortune, 

Tho probable disposition of Jom was much dts- 
cussed yesterday. Some hoped he would be hanged 
without a moment's delay for bis treason, while others 
expressed the views, lately enunciated by Wendell 
Phillips, and wero in favor of leaving him to the sting of 
hie own conscirnce. AN, howover, agreed that if he Is 
implicated in the assassination echemo banging would 
be too good for him. 


SKETCHES OF THE CAPTORS. 


Sketch of Brevet Major General James H. 
Wilson. 

No less great than tho wonderful rovelations of the 
-material roxources of the country has been the develop- 
ment of all grades of men equal to every emeraancy. 
Less than iva years ago the subject of this sketch was a 
cadet at the government academy; to-day be leads ao 
army, and bis namo ts associated at tho head of the Soish- 
§ng and ono of the most brilliant ralda of the war. 

James H, Wilson, Brevet Major Gonoral of Volunteers, 
and Captain of Englueers United States Army, was born 
in Lower Iilinols about the year 1840. Ho entered West 
Points a cadet 1n 1850, and graduated fth in bis clase, 
June 30, 1860. On the following day ho was promoted 
to brevot second Heutenant Topographical Engin. 
cers Upon the outbreak of the rebellion he 
Was made full eccond lieutenant, to date from 
Jono 10, 1861. On tho tb of Septomber following he 
becamo Ort Houtenant in bie corp’ Upon tho organiza. 
Won, at Annapolls, Maryland, of the Sherman (T. W.) 
expedition to Hilton Head, South Carolina, Lieutenant 
Wileon was ordered to duty aa cblot of Topographical 
Engineers of that army. After tho forcca had secured a 
foothold in South Carolina Lieutenant Wilkon conducted 
& number of reconnoissances through the rivers and 
other wator courres in the vicluity of Fort Pulaski, on (be 
Savannah river, with a view to future operations in. that 
diroction, On December 24, 1861, be left on a mors ex 
tended and distant reconnolssance to discover whether @ 
navigable pasiago existed between Callbogue Sound and 
tho Savannah river, At this Ume the extreme ud- 
yanco of our forced rested on Dawfuskie, Island, 
Lenvlug Calfboguo found in two rowboats, . with 
} dejachment of scyenty men of a Rbodo 


Telaod regimeat, Lieutenant Wilson proceeded by night 
through a number of fotricate channcla At various 
Polat aloag tho roate the party epied the picket Area of 
tho enemy, bal passed (bem with mudled oars and with- 
out elictting discovery. After a night of frulttess search 
tbo party drew ap with the dawn of day and) secreted 
Abomselres tm tho grasx When aight returned thoy 
‘again (ook to their boate Pushing on their way they 
Soon entered Wright river,(and, rounding (ho point of 
Jones’ Island, entered the Savannah. Tho rest of tho 
ight was passed in making soundings, approaching um 
der tbe very guns of Pulask!, and fo cear that {be eentl- 
sels could bo heard at their beat Lteuteoaat Wilson 
‘Sow pusbed up the Savannah beyond Venus Point, to tho 
Mouth of Mud diver, whence bo returned Lo the Wright, 
and theo to the headquarters of the army. The 
Feault of this reconnolssanco was tho discovary 
ofa pussge for gunboats drawing ten feet and clear of 
(be guas of tho fort. In the subsequent operdtions 
Against Pulaski tha troops followed Lieutenant Wilson's 
Toute, ania battery wasestablished at Venus Polak Tie 
fenant Wilsoa remained in the Department of the South, 
Gontplcuously cogaged on engineer daty aatil tho wim: 
mer of 1862, when bo scrved for aghort tima aa aid to 
General McCietan, On November 8, 1862, ho was 
poloted assistant Inspector general, with the rank of I/eu- 
fepant colonel of volunteers, and assigned ta General 
Grant, by whom ho was for soveral montha assigned (0 
duty 60 tho staf of Major Genoral Jamos B. McPhorson. 
Puring tho operations ia Mississippi and agaloat Vloke- 
burg Colonel Wilson was again consplenons for his engl. 
Bering ekill, and in tho brilliant viotortes 
of General Grant, in tho vicinity of Chattanooga, 
Won the official commendation of Gen. W, F. Smithy 
with whom he was thea acting. On Decembor at, 1863) 
he was nomlaated brigadier genoral of volunteers, (o data 
from October 20, 1863, aod was confirmet May 12, 1864, 
bpen the recommendation of Lleatonaut General Grant 
In January, 1864, General Wilson was appojatod chief of 
the Cavaley Bureauia Washington. In April following 
he was araigned to the command of the Third division, 
cavalry corps, Major General Sheridan, Army of thé 
Potomac. During Genoral Grant's Virsinla campvgn ho 
acted independently, (0 the right and. rour of the army, 
to destroy ralicoads.” Ho also covered tho rear from Coal 
arbor to the south sido of the James river. In Juna 
abd the beginuing of July he conducted a raid 
south of Richmond, destroying tho rallroada and throwing 
tho enemy in a greas state of alarm. After the uceessity. 
of cavalry operations In the vicinity of Richmond and 
Petersburg had passed General Wilson was transforred to 
the Shenandoah valloy, whoro ho added to bia ropatation 
asan efficient officer. For distinguished services ho was 
brovoted major general of volunteers, to dato fram Oct. 
$.1804.. During the wintor he was transferred to tho 
Department of the Cumberland, and by Genoral Thomas 
was placed In command of the cavalry corps of tho Army. 
of the Cumberland. On March 23, 1865, Gonoral Wilson, 
farted from Chickasaw, Alabama, with’ hls troopn well 
mounted and equipped, ' After routing Roddy at Montl- 
cello bo moved on and annihilated. the combined forces of 
Forrest, Lyon and Chalmers, under Forrest, and oceu- 
ed Selma, Aln, on April 2.’ Thenca he moved on to 
fontgomery, thence swept across Georgia, reachlog Sa- 
fanoah on April 28, having marched six’ hundred and 
Afty miles 
As will be perceived by the telographic announcomont, 
it was a portion of General Wilson's gallant corps which 
hhas the honor of putting a elimax to the downfall of tho 
rebellion by capturing fts primo mover and leader. 
Gooeral Wilson js not over twenty-five years of age, 
very young looking, about fa fect eight. Inches in 
hoight, Hight bair and yer, and rathor boyleh in man- 
ner. This latter pecullarity, howover, doca not datract 
from bis morita as asoldier. He had tho reputatian of 
good judgment in the disposition of troops and tho 
Manngement of jsolated expeditions, General Wilson's 
prosent rank Jo the rogular army {a captain in tho corps 
of engineers, dating from May 7, 1863.

By the offfcial announcement of the captnre of Jeff, 
Davie, the Fourth Michigan cavaly, commanded by Liea- 
tenant Colonel Beojamin D. Pritchard, hae tho glory of 
this crowning act. Col, Pritchard entered tho rorvica as 
captain in tho Fourth Michigan cayalry, his commission 
dating August 13, 1862, Hi regiment roadezyoused at 
Detrolt, was mustered into the United Staten gervice on 
August 20, and loft for Kentucky in September follow- 
ing. Colonel Pritchard, during hie captaincy, took 
part {m the adyance during the attack on Morgan's 
guerilles at “Stamford, ad joined in tho pureuit 
as far as Crab Orchard, Kentucky. On Novem- 
ber 8, 1862, he took part in tho ehasa aftor 
Morgan, In which tho rebel eblet was driven, seven 
miles, and patting bim completely to root. Subsequently 
he participated fu the operations against Murfreesboro 
andin porsnit of Korrestand Wheelertowarde Fort Do- 
neleon. During tho campaigns of 1863 and 1864, in Ten- 
nessee and Georgio, the Fourth Michigan took acain & 
erspteae= past the -varionn 
Of his regiment GaptaleDejistornt war premncanllte Cae 
rank which he now holds. 

Itiy unnecessary (0 repeat here the series of rkiifal 
and quickly executed movements under tho Immediate 
comand of Cylonel Pritchard, which have resulted in 
Davis capture. It is hoped this satisfactory puccess is 
but the forerumper of a more definite termination of tho

SKETCHES OF THE CAPTIVES. 


The Robel Leader, Jet, Davi. 

Jet, Davis was born In Kentucky, Juno 3, 1803, Ho 
was the son of James Davis, a noted horso trader, of 
Hopkinsvilio, Kentucky. The father fell under suspl- 
clou us n horse thief, and waa forced to fly from Ken- 
tucky, and settled, when Je was yery young, near 
Vicksburg, Mise. Ho wasable afow yeardafter bis removal 
toeend his son Jeff. to Kentucky to completo his educa- 
Hon a the Transylvania University, Loxington, and aub- 
Fequently, through he induence of his money, eecured 
for him an appointment to Wost Polot, which young Jeff, 
entered at sixteon, forming part of the gruluating class 
of 1828, He graduated near the foot of the class, and was 
commissioned in the First infantry as brevet second lou. 
tenant, tho Towest rank that could bo given him. Ha 
was cent to Florida and served very creditably with Zach, 
Toylor, in tho Black Hawk war, for which he got a com- 
mission as first lieutenant in tho First dragoons,’ In 
1892 hi offended General Taylor by running away with 
and marrying his daughter, and the old General never 
recognized Davia unt/l they happened to meet on the 
dattle Geld of Buena Vista, Moxlon, In 1835 Davis, 
having resigned his commission, settled near Vicksburg, 
‘nd entered upon (he arena of polities, In which ho wat 
80 far successful as to be elected to the lower house of 
Congress. 

When the Mexican war broke out Davin raised and 
commanded the First regiment of Missiseippl rion The 
only significant Feature In bis carcer was the fact that ho 
declined n United States commirsion as brigadier general 
of voluntecra, on the grood that such an appolotinent 
by the federal Executive was a violation of State righta 

He re-entered political lifo in 1847, having been ap- 
pointed by the Governor of Mlssiesippl to fll the vacancy 
In the Valted States Senate caused by the death of Mr. 
Speight. At tho ensuing olection, in 1848, be was elected 
to Oli the term expiring in 1851. On his return to M 
rissippl he became the State rights candidate for Gover- 
nor,-but was defeated by “Little Fidget!’ Foote, ils life- 
time enemy, who Ig now lying in Ludlow street Jail in this 
city. About the same time he stumped the State for tho 
purpose of advocating the repudiation of the State debt, 
and, was subsequently honored as the originator and 

rime mover of thak great swindle. In 1853 be was callod 

Wy Plereo to a seat in his Cabinet, as Secretary of War. 
Jo 1857 ho was re-olected United States Senator from Mis- 
sissippl, which be held antll bis resignation (Japuary, 
1861), ch the ecceesion of bis State. During the Congres: 
sional vacation of 1860, Dayis mado a visit to the North, 
and exarnined Into the feeling which provalled hora at 
the time. He became eatiefled that a strong party at the 
North were willing to entrunt the control of the govern: 
ment again into the hands of @ Soutbern President, and 
being ambitious for that porition bo made several 
speeches hiere announcing bla intention to go home to 
Miesisippi and labor for the presorvation of tho Union. 
‘On his return he found that other leaders bad drawn tha 
people into the meahes of soceasion, and with the relflsh- 
bess which bas always characterized bim, ho gave in bis 
adherence to secession and became the leader {n the ro- 
belllon. He was chosen Provisional President of the rebel 
confederation of Statos February 4, 1801; was inaugurated 
February 22, 1861, and re-elected {n 1862 for the term of 
six year, {or only half of which timo be will be permit- 
ted to act!

‘The city was evacuated by tho troops under Adams and 
Boford on Wednesday, tho 12th of April. A committe 
appointed from the City Council, with a deputation of 
citizens, went out about threo o'clock A. M., under flag 
of truce, to surrender tuo place to tho United States aa- 
thorities, and to ask of the General commanding the 
Union-forees protection for the non-combatant citizens 
aud private property. 

Tho committco appointed by tho Council, togother with 
the Mayor, repaired to the headquarters of Genoral 
Adarosy aud tated that thoy camo as the ropresontatives 
of the city to inquire of him what were his Inteotionn 
with regard to the elty—whether he would attompt ite 
defence or would retreat 

Adams replied that their query waw based upou tho 
most Idlc curiosity, which he would not gratify, Ho 
did not know wheitier ho would “make a Oght’” oF not 

The committe then desired to know bis design with 
regan to the cotton in the city warchouse:. They asked 
him if ho jntended to burn It, and if he did, could jta de- 
struction not be managed 20 a4 not Lo Involve tho mafety 
of private property and the lives of women and childron. 
His respouse to this roasonablé and humano request was 
that ho was determined at all hazards to burn the cotton, 
and if private property was destroyed ho could not 
help it 

General Adama in tarn asked the committeo why they 
caino to him with these interrogatories. 

The Mayor stated that if tho elty was to be left with- 
out protection, It was the determination of tho Council 
to go out to meet the Wolon General, and to ack at bis 
apis, In tho event of occupation by his troops, such 
protection for the citizens and private property as tho 
circumstances might admit 

General Adams retorted that he did nck approve of sur- 
renders of any ert, and that bo would arrest any person

Wo rojoice with tho wholo country over tho 
captaro of the instigator of the atrocious crime 
that go letoly stirred our hearts with horror. 
Although Booth, tho sctual pcrpotrator, the 
mlsorable murderer who dolivored the fatal 
blow, was not taken alive, and #0 to some ex- 
tont escaped tho propor punishment of bis 
orimo, it Is satisfotory to foel that Dayls, the 
master murderer, tho wrotch who originated 
the wholo attempt, Is alive in the hands of jus- 
tioe, and that there is not a buman possibility 
that he can escape tho full ponalty of tho law. 
'Tho capture of Davis consoles us for the uo- 
timoly death of Booth, by so much aa the pria- 
cipal, ia ® moral senso, is of moro account than 
any subordinate, Tho thanks of the nation aro 
justly duo to Goneral Wilson for the admirable 
‘arrangements he must have made tonchlove his 
groat success, 

Davis is of no aocount, except aa on no- 
cossory to tho murder of tho President, nor 
is bis onpture of any importance in any other 
rospoot. Politically ho is barmleas—cortainly 
east of the Misslssipp!, It is baroly possible 
that his presence in tho trans-Mfississippl 
country might complloate matters there. 
Many months before tho fate of tho rebellion 
wns as clear asit is now Davis spoke of tho 
possibility of a protracted struggle there, and 
his recent purpose was to get into that district. 
It is highly probable, also, that tho course jast 
taken by Kirby Smith was partly in ylow of tho 
possibility that Davis would soon join him. Had 
he dono £0 it is, wo say, possiblo thata new 
government might have been organized there, 
and the world would have eeen the strange 
epectacle of a State fighting to got out of o 
community into which she was taken less than 
twenty years ago at her own urgent solicita- 
tion, and at the expense of a war, Texas bas 
Breat resources and could supply any army, 
and it is In immediate contact with a forcign 
Stalo, and the least that tho continuance of the 
rebollion there might have done would be to 
seriously disturb our relations with France. 

Butoll that is done with now, and Kirby 
Smith will prosontly loy down his arms, a 
botter nud abler men havo done, being by this 
timo, no doubt, fully consolous that he is of 
very little nccount aso lender. The last hope 
of our enemies isgooe even for that remote 
country. The timoly capture of Dayis bas made 
the destruction of the rebellion a clean aad 
clear one. 


Trial of the Conapteators—Jom, 
Connected With Them. 

The doubts expressed in regard to the pro- 
pricty of the proclamation identifying Jeff. 
Davis and the otber parties named in it with 
the conspiracy for the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln bare not long bad to wait fora 
refutation. The first batch of evidence pub- 
lished leaves but little question as to the sub- 
stontiality of the grounds on which it was 
issued. 

One of the witnesses, Welchman, who wos 
on terms of close intimacy with Jobn TI. Sur- 
ratt, and who, to fnot, boarded with his mother, 
makes a statement which directly conaccts Jeff. 
Davis and bis Secretary of State, Benjamin, with 
te assnssing. He deposes to the cloze friend- 
ship existing between Surratt and Booth, and 
also to bis having seen Payne at Mrs. Surrat’s 
on several occasions. He adds that prior to 
Surratt’s going to Montreal, at the beginning of 
April, he (Surratt) bad visited Richmond; 
and that when on bis return from Canada he 
was informed of the surrender of the rebel 
copital be refused to believe it, saying that “he 
had been witb Davis and Benjamin, and they 
told him it would not be evacuated.” 

Is tbere anything in the shape of pre- 
sumptive evidence that is more conclusive 
than this? Surratt is not on trial for bis 
life, and we can, witbout impropriety, rea- 
son on the facts. Here is a man, the intimate 
of tho assassins Payne and Booth, proved to 
de on terms of such familiarity with Davis and 
Benjamin as to be made the confidant of their 
military plans. Isit a stretch of legal imagina- 
tion to conclude that be was admitted to their 
confidence solely in view of bis importance as 
a prime agent and mover in the borrible de- 
sign which wns subsequently consummated. 
Certainly, in any ordinary ense, a civil magis- 
trate would feel himself justified in offering re- 
wards for the apprehension of persons brought 
into such direct communication with the assas- 
sins, and baying such on obvious interest in 
promoting the success of the conspiracy. In 
the opinion of the world that piece of evidence 
will be euffcient to fully sustain and justify 
Presideot Jobnaon’s proclamation, 

But let it not be inferred tbat it was on 
Weichman’s evidence alone that the goy- 
eroment based its action. There is reason io 
believe that testimony still more strongly im- 
plicating the rebel chiefs has been, for prudec- 
tial reasons, withbeld from publication. When 
it comes toece the light it will complete the 
measure of borror and indignation witb wich 
this borrible crime is viewed by the civilized 
world, and will consign to etercsl infamy the 
mep who were the original movers in this work 
of rebellion and murder. 


A Caapter of Great Events.—There is not 
in the bistory of any nation eo thickly studded 
a page of great events as tbat which may be 
written of tho past six months in tbe story of 
this war—events which have crowded so fast 
upon each other that, when we regard their mag- 
nitude and their results, we are almoet bewil- 
dered. Firat there was the magnificent success 
of Sherman in Georgia and South Carolina; 
then followed the fall of Wilmington ; then the 
Victaries of Grant and the capture of Rich- 
mond, Speedily came the surrender of Lee 
and bis whole army; next tho surrender of 
Johnston y then the capture of Mobile. Next, 
the end eye’nt, the aeesssination of the Prosi- 
ont, followed’ almost immediately by the shoot 
ing of bis murcterer. Then Dick Toylor sur 
renders his army; and Jast, nc: Jeset In great 
events, we now have tbe capture of the crcb- 
conspirator, Jef. Davis, A remarkable cbap- 
fer of history truly for six brief months to

The Tenna-Missiesippt Sectlon—What 


Will Kirby Smith Dot 

Wo published yestorday proclamation of 
tho rebol General Kirby Smith, from Shrove- 
port, on tho Red river, in tbo northwestern 
cornor of Loulsiana, noar tho Toxas border, in 
which proclamation ho tells bis army that 
with the surrondor of General Loo “the hopes 
of the nation” (the Southern confederacy) 
“reat upon them;” that they “posseas the 
means of long resisting invasion;”” tbat thoy 
“have hopes of succor from abroad;”” tbat if 
thoy “protraot tho struggle, they will recelyo 
tho ald of notions who already deeply sympa- 
thizo with them,” and that from “the great ro- 
sources of this dopartment (Western Lonisiano 
and Texas), its vast extent, tho numbers (filly 
thousand, supposod to be), discipline and effi- 
cieacy” of bis army, great thiogs may stil be 
accomplished, perhaps, “under the providence 
of God,” oven the final success of their causo. 

This was on the LOth of April. On tho 26th, 
orsixtecn days later,.thore was a public meeting 
at Shreveport, in Court House square, gotten 
up for tbo same purpose as that) last robel 
pow-wow in Richmond, with the retarn ot 
Jeff.’s peace foommissioners from Hampton 
Roads—that is, ‘to fire the Soutbern beart to 
fight to the last ditch.” At this Shreveport meet- 
ing Governor Allen, the rebel Governor of the 
northwest corner of Louisiana, presided, and 
made the opening speech, He was followed 
by General Hays, General Hawtborne, Colonel 
Flournoy, of Texas, and others, the last named. 
border ruffian “concluding bis oration with a 
glowing panegyric upon Bootb, the assassin of 
Mr. Liocoln, whom be compared to Brutus, the 
slayer of Cmsar, and predicted for Booth a liko 
ond coduriog fame,” All these speeches and 
the resolutions of the meeting were franti- 
cally for contioued war, in support of 
Geaeral Kirby Smith. That terrible fire 
eater graced the oocasion with bis presence, 
likewise General Price (‘Monsieur Tooson 
come again’), Gonoral Buckner, General Rey- 
nolds, the last rebel claiming to be Governor 
of Missouri, “and many other distinguisbed 
gentlemen,” says the Shreveport Sentinel—in- 
cluding, we suspect, moat of the skedaddling 
rebel governors of tbe so-called “Confederate 
States.” 

Allthose proceedings at Shreveport, taken 
togetber, running through sixteen days,sbow o 
deliberate purpose and preparations to continue 
the fight, Tbe war, by the heavy emigrations 
of rebel slayebolders from the slave States 
slong the Mississippi river to Texas, has pro- 
bably increased the population of that State to 
8 million or more; aod if all the rebel Sgbting 
men therein and in the adjoining States of 
Lonisiana and Alabama conld be got together 
they would make an army of uot less than 
seventy-five thousand men, But whatever may 
be the forces, resources and expectations of 
Smith aod bis followers, the news of the 
capture of Jeff. Davis will bring them toa realiz- 
ing sense of their forlorn situation. The gov- 
ernment of the late Southern mock confederacy 
is wiped out, and the confederacy itself east of 
tho Mississippi is extinct.

Tiis Excellency, ip reply, thanked tho Chamber, in the 
pamo of tho United States government nud people, for 
tho sympathy expressed by the members of #0 iNustrious 
and in overy way so distingnished an assombly. Ho 
lamented the great loss sustained by the death of Mr. 
Lincoln, He algo extolled tho great services rebdered by 
the Germans to the cause of the Union, and said Ame 
rica Would never forget whmt the Gormans had done for- 
hor cause. Mr. Soward was now better. His death 
Would bo almost as great a loss as was that of Mr. Lincoln. 
The death of tho President would creato no change Sn the~ 
policy of the North. Lincoln's greatest merit was that 
he bad faithfully carried out the will of the people, and.
